By the Constitution the salary of the Auditor is fixed at $1500 per 
annum, and that of the Secretary at $1300, at which rate the Audi- 
tor was entitled, from and including the 20th day of June last up 
to the first of this month, to the sum of $420.82, but has received 
as above, $875, an excess of $454.18. For the same period the Sec- 
retary was-entitled to the sum of $364.72, but has received, as above, 
the sum of $758, an excess of $398.28.
